the peace bureau. 
With the majority of the repre­ 
sentatives proceeding on the basis 
that the 
secret treaties formulated 
by tlit* albe- before America’s inter­ 
vention were nullified by acceptances- 
of President Wilson’s 14 points, it 
was believed that all colonial claims 
would lie adjusted on the principle 
of the league of nations. 
The virtual alliance which is un­

Britain and the United States on the

of territorial 
adjustments,

enough to ox cr-ride any opposition 
as on previous questions inasmuch 
as in this instance obviously in the 
popular side and undoubtedly will 
receive support from a majority o f 
the other nation-.

Experienses in Navy. 
Clarence Weidman, who is on the 
U. S. S. Orizaba, writes as follows 
to a friend here: 
Sunday, Ja n u a ry 26, 1910. 
My D ear F rie n d :— 
f shall answ er your good letter 
that came on board yesterday. 
It 
seems like civilization again to get 
back again among our own people 
where we can understand what each 
other’s 
language 
means. 
I 
have 
heard every language spoken I think 
since I have been in this outfit. 
It 
was very interesting at first but now 
it is getting to be a pest. 
Our trip this time took us to a few- 
new places. 
For instance, our first 
stop from France was a t Rotterdam, 
Holland. 
F irst I -hall tell you how 


we happened to make those trips. 
Our ship was exchanged for the big 
L a F rance tran sp o rt, a French ship. 
It was to m ake one trip to the states 
with 1,000 American troops and we 
were to c a rry a like num ber of their 
troops from p o rts on the N orth Sea. 
Some of the p o rts up there would 
not or could not ra th e r dock the hig­ 
her ?*hips so the governments m ade 
the exchange. 
The Orizaba was the 
first tran sp o rt in R otterdam , 
There 
we got our first experience with the 
French prisoners who had been in 
prison cam ps for fo u r years, and 
believe me, they were p re tty shabby 
looking. 
I felt so sorry fo r them 
an d w as glad to help c a rry them 
back home again. 
They were happy 
to get back to F rance too. 
Then the next two trips were m ade 
to Copenhagen, Denmark. 
A very 
fine city su^e enough, we en joyed our 
s ta y there 
and one stop w as 
on 
C hristm as Day. 
The city gave our 
crew a ball in the King’s own Yacht 
Club Hall and the princess and a few 
more of the ro y a l family attended. 
They certainly gave u s a good time 
and when we le ft each time the dock 
w as lined with ]M*ople. 
The last 
time out it was estim ated that 4,000 
people were down to see Us off.

Governor P. Clarkson, director of 
the Council of National Hefense. for 
the continuation of the various state 
defense councils as permanent or­ 
ganizations, in order that they may 
assist in the reconstruction work, it 
wa< -toted by Indiana leaders that 
“the emergency has passed and with 
it the necessity of the Indiana Slate 
Council of Defense.” 
Governor Goodrich and Michael J. 
Foley, 
ehaimian 
of 
the 
Defense 
council in Indiana have inquired of 
the national director what work re­ 
main- to he done that cannot lie effi­ 
ciently awd thoroughly done by the 
various state departments and bur­ 
ea u s. 
Ij was learned at the office 
of the governor that he has failed 
ta receive

information as

what work if any, which could not be 
carried auf bv the "tate departments, 
that the Washington leaders have in 
store. 
Lieutenant

er of the House, both expressed their 
opposition to any movement which 
would 
continue the state 
defense 
council in Indiana, 
The cost of op­
